Army to Do Work 

In his telegram Mr. Lyon said 
the army approval of the project 
set up $9,574,000 as the actual 
cost of the work exclusive of tha 
rights-of-way. Under presidential 
order work on the project must 
get under way by October 12. Of¬ 
ficials of the army have agreed to 
comply with this requirement. 
The work will be done by the 
United States army. 

Mr. Lyon told the board in tha 
message that rejection of the 
project by the allotment board 
"now seems improbable." 

From the allotment board the 
next step is to President Roosevelt 
for final approval. Supervisor 
Lyon had an appointment with 
President Roosevelt for Monday 
of last week. 

10-.Months Job 

With the job being' done under 
supervision of army engineers, the 
wage scale will be at the going 
rate and not the schedule set up 
by the Works Progress admin¬ 
istration, according to members of 
the board. It is estimated that 10 
months will be required to com¬ 
plete the project. 

Cost of the project has been 
pared approximately $2,000,000 
under the original estimate of cost 
submitted by the board of con¬ 
sulting engineers employed by the 
county to prepare the project* 
Members of this board are B. A. 
Etcheverry. Thomas H Means and 
A. Kempkey. 

In their estimate they fixed the 
cost of actual construction at

BONNEVILLE SALT FLATS, 
Utah, Sept. 3. i/Pt — Sir Malcolm 
Campbell, England's man of super- 
speed, bettered his own world's 
record for land speed today on the 
salt beds of Utah with an average 
of 299.875 miles an hour. 

Campbell sent his six-ton Blue¬ 
bird thundering through the meas¬ 
ured mile on his second run in a 
slightly slower time than on his 
first trial. 

On the opening dash he made 
the mile in 1183 seconds for a 
speed of 304 311 miles an hour. 

Mile in 12.005 

ll.s average lirf f. the meas¬ 
ured mile was 12 005. compared to 
his former record, set last Febru¬ 
ary at Daytona Beach, Fla., of 
13.005. 

On his second trip over the snow 
white expanse of salt, he was J 
clocked in 12.18 seconds for the 
measured mile and his speed was 
295.566 miles an hour. 

The average of the two times | 
brought him a new record, just a 
fraction under the goal of 300 
miles an hour, or five miles a 
minute, he had set fbr himself. 

His first run. in which he de¬ 
veloped the almost unbelievable 
speed of a fraction over 304 miles 
an hour, was made into the glare 
of the sun, with a slight favoring 
cross wind. On the second trip 
he was bucking the wind a bit, 
which, according to American 
Automobile association officials, 
accounted for his slower speed. 

Beat Old Mark 

The new record bettered by 23 
miles an hour the 276.816 miles 
per hour speed he reached a few 
month ago. 

The giant Bluebird roared over 
the hard salt bed apparently in 
perfect fashion. Guided by a jet 
black line oiled into the track, Sir 
Malcolm steered the six-ton jug- 
gernaut with hardly a away. 

On his first run he came close I 
to tying the United States air¬ 
plane speed record of 304.98, but 
his second dash eliminated the

High seas and haze continued to 
block any immediate rescue at¬ 
tempt, the radio station here was 
advised, and the masters of the 
three vessels signified their inten¬ 
tion of awaiting calmer weather. 

The liner Limon reported early 
this afternoon that she had 
reached the side of the stricken 
ship. 

"I'nited Fruit I.irnnn alongside 
S. S. Dixie now.” 

This message from Capt. B. 
Holdt of the Limon was inter¬ 
cepted and relayed by the com¬ 
pany's chief operator of the prin¬ 
cipal offices in New York. 

349 On Board

23 investigators For 
Tidelands Study 


August Jungkeit, 24. wanted in 
Santa Ana on harges of robbery 
and grand theft in connection with 
the hijacking of a Holly Sugar 
company truck August 30, 1934. 
was arristed by highway patrol¬ 
men in Bakersfield last night and 
is being held for Orange county 
authorities. Sheriff Logan Jack- 
son and Chief of Police Floyd 
Howard left for Bakersfield today 
to return the prisoner. 

The hijacking, which was one 
of the most daring robberies ever 
pulled in Santa Ana. occurred 
when Everett P. Corned, 818 Hick¬ 
ory street, Santa Ana, was driving 
a truck loaded with 276 sacks of 
sugar from the refinery on Dyer 
road to the Holly company ware¬ 
house on South Main street. As 
Mr. Corned reached the intersec¬ 
tion of Dyer road and South Main 
street, a man, reported to be Jung¬ 
keit, jumped on the running board 
of the truck, and at the point of 
a gun forced the driver to turn 
south on Main street and continue 
to a point near the Martin airport, 
where they were met by a second 
asserted bandit in a sedan. 

Mr. Corned was forced to leave 
the truck, was bound hand and 
foot, and placed in the rear of the 
sedan. Jungkeit then assertedly 
drove the kirnaped truck driver 
around for at least two hours be¬ 
fore releasing him at a point west 
of Costa Mesa. 

The truck was later found by 
deputy sheriffs on the coast high¬ 
way near Hawaiian Gardens. The 
sugar, valued at $1300, was gone, 
but later was found in a shack in 
the rear of the Jungkeit home on 
Magnolia avenue, west of Ana- 
helm. 

Herman Jungkeit, 30, arrested 
by deputy sheriffs October 30, 
1934, was tried in superior court 
on charges of second degree rob¬ 
bery. He was found guilty and 
put on probation for five years. 


Three oil investating commit¬ 
tees of the state senate and as¬ 
sembly may virtually combine fnr 
the purpose of probing royalties, 
production and other factors in 
the Huntington Beach field, it was 
predicted today by Assemblyman 
James B. Utt. In case they do 
the three bodies would attempt 
to collect their findings in one 
report, he said. 

Assemblyman Utt's comments 
were made in connection with 
news that Speaker Edward Craig 
of Brea has made public the per¬ 
sonnel of 23 assembly investigat¬ 
ing committees, including two 
which are to probe the Hunting- 
ion Beach oil situation. 

Jones Heads One 

One of these is headed by As¬ 
semblyman William Jones of 
Montebello, and is a continuation 
of a committee which met at 
Huntington Beach last April to 
secure data on which to base 
legislation for development of the 
state's tideland oil pool off Hunt¬ 
ington Beach. The committee 
now will have broader functions, 
but will have similar aims in 
many respects to those of another 
committee headed by Assembly- 
man William Hornblower of San 
Francisco. 

The Hornblower group is to in¬ 
vestigate the subject of royalties 
received by the state from wells 
tapping or draining the state 
pool. The committee wants to 
find out if any oil is being pro¬ 
duced by such wells without pay¬ 
ment of royalties to the state. 

Olson Heads Third 

The third committee is a senate 
body headed by Senator Culbert 
Olson of Los Angeles, which held 
its first meeting recently at Hunt¬ 
ington Beach. This group also is 
instructed to investigate royalties 
and production. The assembly 
committees have appropriations of 
$2500 each. Senator Olson has 
said that Governor Merriam has 
promised to make $15,000 to $20,- 
000 available to his committee. 

Assemblyman Utt also was 
made chairman of a committee on 
small loans. This group will in¬ 
vestigate the situation in which 
loans are made through discount¬ 
ing salaries, which results in in¬ 
terest rates of 100 to 300 per cent, 
according to Mr. Utt. 

New Legislation Planned 

The last legislature was unable 
to pass legislation to correct the 
situation. It is hoped that on the 
basis of investigation by Mr. Utt's 
committee that a basis can be 
found whereby new legislation can 
be drafted. 

At present, said Mr. Utt, legal 
interest rates for such loans are 
so low that legitimate lending in¬ 
stitutions do not care to handle 
them. This leaves the field open 
to "loan sharks" and the attend¬ 
ant high rates of interest, fie ex¬ 
plained.

Projects’ Cost Told 

The original estimate of cost as 
prepared by the board of consult¬ 
ing engineers was: Prado dam and 
reservoir, $7,215,397; Brea dam 
and channel, $697,943; San Juan 
dam. $1,077,980; Carbon dam, 
$481,900; Fullerton darn and Lof- 
tus diversion, $149,737; Trabuco 
dam. $617,500; Aliso dam, $110,- 
850; Santiago dam and channel, 
$498,560; Santa Ana river channel 
and spreading works, $375,000; 
Carbon conduit, $141,382; Brea 
pipe line, $86,643; and Coyote 
creek co-operative work, $147,108. 

While the project is designated 
as the Orange county flood con¬ 
trol project, it really comprises 11 
separate projects designed to be 
constructed and operated together. 
Taken together they will regulate 
the floods of all major streams 
draining into the coastal plain 
from the hills and mountains ly¬ 
ing east of the thickly populated 
portion of the county. 

For Flood Protection

15. may exch ge them for new 
low-interest I a ring securities or 
cash.

In addition to the refunding, the 
treasury is seeking to borrow 
5500,000.000 to replenish cash re¬ 
serves and supply new working 
capital for governmental activi- 
j ties. If the h -rrowing is success 
ful, the public debt will reach, at 
least temporarily, a new all-time 
high mo than S2P.500.000.000. 

Under Morgenthau's offer, 
holders of maturing 4 1 , fourth 
liberty bonds may exchange 
them for 10-12 year 2 J 4 per 
cent bonds, 3', year 1 1 , per 
cent not> - or cash.

Communism, which poses as the 
champion of the common man, was 
striped of its mask last night and 
revealed as a brute force which 
has trampled in the dust all the 
ideals, rights and privileges which 
Americans have held dear and for 
which they have g cn their lives. 

George Kellogg, president of the 
associated chambers of commerce, 
spoke over KREG in the Minute 
Men campaign of the Santa Ana 
Ameriran Legion post, which is 
combatting radicalism through 
education. He was introduced by 
George Richardson of Santa Ana. 
Mr. Kellogg pulled the curtain 
aside to show how communism, 
through dictatorship, has de¬ 
stroyed freedom of worship, free¬ 
dom of speech and press, freedom 
of assembly and trial by jury. 

Cites Strike Violence 

Operation of this theory of 
violence caused the San Francisco 
waterfront strike of last year, the 
disorders in the San Joaquin and 
Imperial valleys, the speaker 
showed. 

"Our forefathers," said Mr. Kel¬ 
logg. "almost without exception, 
came to the new world to worship 
God as they saw Jit. While they 
desired freedom to worship God, 
nevertheless it was for the purpose 
of worshipping God that they de¬ 
sired freedom." Thus communism, 
the speaker showed defies one of 
the most fundamental ideals of 
this nation when it preaches 
hatred of God and all forms of re¬ 
ligion. 

Other avowed aims of com¬ 
munism, as defined after investi¬ 
gation by the seventy-first con¬ 
gress. include destruction of pri¬ 
vate property and inheritance, pro¬ 
motion of class hatred, stirring up 
communistic activities in order to 
cause strikes, bloodshed and civil 
war, destructio i of all forms of 
democratic government and finally 
world revolution to establish the 
dictatorship of the so-called prole¬ 
tariat with a union of soviet re¬ 
publics and a capital at Moscow, 
said Mr. Kellogg. 

Tells Propaganda 

As proof of the aims of com¬ 
munism, the speaker cited its radi¬ 
cal propaganda in this country, 
despite the Russian government's 
promise to control this activity. At 
the last state convention of the 
American Legion in Fresno a res¬ 
olution introduced by Charles D. 
Swanner of Santa Ana was passed 
unanimously, requesting congress 
to withdraw recognition of Russia 
because of this propaganda. The 
speaker showed the irresponsibil¬ 
ity of communism when he said 
that although this government has 
sent two sharp notes to Russia, 
that country has disclaimed any 
control over such propaganda 

Showing how the pioneers of 
America took every precaution to 
prevent tyranny and to guarantee 
freedom of speech and assembly, 
Mr. Kellogg told how these rights 
are flaunted in Russia. 

Ironical Situation 

"It is ironical," said the speaker, 
“that these communists who allow 
no freedom of speech or assembly 
in their own country, which is en¬ 
deavoring to demonstrate their 
ideals, should be so insistent for 
free speech and free assembly over 
here.” 

In showing how the soviet has 
tyrannized over the people of Rus¬ 
sia, Mr. Kellogg quoted William 
Henry Chamberlain, correspondent 
for the Christian Science Monitor, 
on the subject of Russia's secret 
police. 

"Every soviet citizen,” said the 
writer, “except a few highly placed 
communists have been at its 
mercy. Is has repeatedly made 
use of its extraordinary power of 
shooting whom it might choose 
after a trial ‘in eamera’ where it 
performed the triple function of

A campaign to install Red Cross 
first aid stations along major high¬ 
ways in California, Washington, 
Oregon and other Western states 
was launched by the organization 
here today.

The administration's social se¬ 
curity program is getting under 
way. Arthur J. AMmeyor, a 
member of the national hoard 
to administer th«‘ program, tells 
briefly what he thinks it will 
mean to labor. 


Two thousand Orange county 
workers and their families gath¬ 
ered for a picnic yesterday at Ir¬ 
vine park, celebrating Labor day 
with contests and games, and 
listening to addresses in which 
speakers reaffirmed the staunch 
Americanism of organized labor. 

The threat of radicalism to or¬ 
ganized labor was stressed by John 
F. Dalton, president of the Los 
Angeles Typographical union and 
member of the Los Angeles board 
of education. There is a determ¬ 
ined effort in the country today, 
he said, of a group which seeks to 
overthrow the government and i 
substitute an inhuman dictator¬ 
ship It is the duty of everyone 
to oppose such efforts, said the 
speaker, pointing out that the con¬ 
stitution of the American Federa¬ 
tion of Labor positively diavows 
radicalism, communism, bolshe¬ 
vism and all forms of foreign al¬ 
liances 

Standards Improved 

Labor day should spur organized 
labor to greater efforts, said Mr. 
Dalton, telling how organization 
has improved the standard of liv¬ 
ing for workers and how labor 
unions have taken care of their 
own less fortunate members dur¬ 
ing the depression. Every ad¬ 
vance of labor has been made for 
the good of humanity as a whole, 
Mr. Dalton said. 

He also stressed the statement 
that as a producer of wealth labor 
feels it has a right to share in 
distribution, not only to the extent 
of a living wage, but also to the 
extent of a saving wage so that 
workers can provide for their old 
age. 

R. C. Kwing of Anaheim acted 
as master of ceremonies for the 
program, which was preceded by 
music furnished by members of 
the musicians’ local Mr Ewing 
introduced Supervisor W. C. Je¬ 
rome of Santa Ana. who gave the 
official welcome to the park. Mr 
Jerome commended organized la¬ 
bor for upholding the principles of 
Americanism and paid a tribute to 
labor, particularly that of the pio¬ 
neers. and those who followed, who 
built the foundations of this 
•ounty. 

Woman Is Speaker 

Mrs. Esther Lee of Los Arlgeles 
spoke particularly to the women, 
urging them to educate the gen¬ 
eral public as to the functions of 
organized labor in national life. 
She also suggested that they in¬ 
vestigate the possibilities of tlie 
government's program for helping 
in the education of youth. 

Another speaker was Roy Mor¬ 
gan of San Bernardino, represent¬ 
ing the Mine, Mill and Smelter 
workers of California Mr. Mor¬ 
gan told his listeners that never 
has American democracy depend¬ 
ed more upon the acts of organ¬ 
ized labor than it will of necessity

mocracy.

The social security act just en¬ 
acted by congress, aside from the 
security it will accord the in¬ 
dividual worker, represents a 
great gain in the status of labor 
generally. 

The government now recognizes 
that the workers of this country 
are entitled to something better 
than relief based on need when 
they become unemployed or reach 
the end of their working life 
Helps Unemployed 
It has accordingly made provi¬ 
sion for a system of unemployed 
individuals out of funds built up 
through contributions by em¬ 
ployers or by employers and em¬ 
ployes jointly. 

Moreover, unemployment in- 
suranee and old age insurance 
give the workers of this coun¬ 
try a more definite and perma¬ 
nent stake in the industry of this 
country. By so doing they can¬ 
not help but promote greater 
economic and social St ability. 
These two types of insurance 
are entirely different and distinct 
from the state old age pension 
laws, mothers’ pension laws and 
blind pension laws which provide 
pensions out of general tax funds 
to needy individuals only. 

The social security program will 
not be in full opera' n until 1942. 
Finances Delayed 
It was intended that certain 
phases would go into effect at 
once, such as finan lal assistance 
to thp states in meeting the cost 
of their pension laws and in fi¬ 
nancing maternal and child wel¬ 
fare work. However, the failure of 
the third deficiency bill will delay 
furnishing this financial assist¬ 
ance. 

Under the unemployment insur¬ 
ance plan benefits will be paid 
in a given state two years after 
that state enacts a law conform¬ 
ing to federal standards. The fed¬ 
eral old age insurance benefits 
will start Jan. 1. 1942. 

Thus, the program, going into 
effect as it docs by easy stages, 
not only will not retard imme¬ 
diate recovery but will promote 
a sound and lasting recovery. As 
its full significance is more gen¬ 
erally realized it will be rec¬ 
ognized as a great advance in 
the utilization of our social and 
economic institutions to serve 
more effectively the common good. 


CHICAGO, Sept 3. UP) Col 
Frank Knox said in a statement 
issued yesterday "higher living 
costs" and "higher taxes' would 
aid in Republican victory in 1936 
because they were "uniformly 
fatal for the party which has to 
defend them.”

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WANTED, A PRESCRIPTION 

C OL. FRANK KNOX, who used to be one of William 
Randolph Hearst’s fair-haired boys and who now is 
running things at the Chicago News, issued a statement 
yesterday about the 1936 presidential campaign and the 
part the republican party is going to play in it. The 
colonel assumes to speak with authority because he man¬ 
aged to get himself talked about recently as a possible 
candidate to head the G. O. P. and has held numerous 
conferences with Herbert Hoover recently. 

Colonel Knox said higher living costs and higher 
taxes will aid a republican victory next year because “they 
are uniformly fatal to the party which has to defend 
them.” 

The colonel is right. His assertion that "it costs 
SI.80 today to buy the same necessities you could have 
purchased three years ago at your corner grocery for SI” 
is indeed startling. And when he adds that the average 
weekly wage has gone down during this period, it makes 
us wonder if the New Deal hasn't been a bit lopsided, with 
all its attention to producers and relief beneficiaries. 

But neither the colonel nor any other member of the 
Republican party has let us in on what the Grand Old 
Party is going to do about it. It is interesting to see 
issues brought to the surface, but the American public 
isn’t going to be led back to the old party without some 
assurance that it has something better to offer. We are 
all pretty good at diagnosing our illness; what we need 
now is a prescription. 

That hitch-hike honeymoon of the Illinois couple 
has probably reached the stage where the little woman 
has put her foot down on putting her thumb up. 

RUSSIA MUST STOP 

I F THE United States collected taxes from its citizens 
for the purpose of spreading anti-government propa¬ 
ganda in France or England; and if President Roosevelt 
was an active member of a committee the object of which 
was to overthrow governments in other nations—well, 
other nations would have a right to object. 

But that is what happens in Russia, where the govern¬ 
ment is actively trying to change government in America. 
You would think Russia would have her hands full running 
her own affairs, but apparently not. 

Russia is officially on record as promising not to in¬ 
terfere with American government; or to allow plots 
against us to be hatched on her soil. 

This promise seems to have been broken. Our state 
department has protested, hinting that diplomatic rela¬ 
tions will be broken off unless Russia attends to her busi¬ 
ness and leaves us free to attend to ours. 

The American position ought to be stronger; we 
ought to say definitely that the next attempt to propa¬ 
gandize for Communism here will be regarded as an un¬ 
friendly act and everything will be off. We have a clean 
slate now although 16 years ago American soldiers were 
unjustifiably sent to Russia. No American, officially or 
otherwise, is trying to interfere with Russian government. 
That’s Russia’s business and we respect it as such. 

Every American would have liked to get along with 
Russia, trade with her and understand her. But when she 
deliberately tries to overthrow American democracy, 
that's pushing things too far.

“FREEZE ME AGAIN, DOC” 

(From San Bernardino Sun) 

C ONSIDERING the fact that people fall heavily for such 
freak presentations of nature at its worst in marathon 
dances, walkathons, beach burial endurance contests and 
what not, it surprises no one that a half dozen willing 
victims jumped at the chance to offer themselves for 
freezing to test the possibility of restoration to life. 

A Los Angeles doctor reported that he could freeze 
a monkey to death, thaw it out at any given time and re¬ 
store it to normal activity. He believes that such freezing 
of humans might be beneficial to tuberculosis sufferers. 
Yet he doesn’t say that it will. He doesn’t know. 

So long as the said doctor remains at the experi¬ 
mental stage, his plans to freeze a human must be classi¬ 
fied along with useless sensations. It is unlikely that 
authorities will give sanction to such a proposal. We hope 
not. 

We admit to a lively curiosity as to what this country 
will be like a century hence, but it is scarcely avid enough 
to induce us to put ourselves into the hands of science for 
a trial of the freezing process, even if we were insured of a 
successful result. Who would keep up our insurance pre¬ 
miums? Who would fill out our income tax return, which 
Uncle Sam would demand, since we should not be legally 
dead? What would our prospective heirs say to the pro¬ 
posal that we outlive even their children? 

Our feelings on being warmed over at the end of 100 
years may be imagined if we assume that someone frozen 
a century ago were to be revived today. Where’s Andy 
Jackson? He’s dead. What’s that bell ringing for? That’s 
a telephone. A what? A telephone. You can talk on it 
to a man in San Francisco. Where’s San Francisco? In 
California. Where's California? Oh, never mind. What’s 
the noise overhead? An airplane motor—we fly now. 
What’s that noise outside? Automobiles—we don’t use 
horses any more. What’s that thing flying around the 
room?
